FEZ, Morocco. — Morocco's 
King Hassan II yesterday 
abruptly suspended the 12th 
Arab summit just hours after it 
began meeting in the Moroccan 
city of Fez, because of intense 
disagreement over the Saudi 
Arabian eight-point peace plan 
for the Middle East. 

Hassan, as chief of stale of the 
host country, was chairman of the 
summit conference, which had been 
expected to last for several days. A 
high-ranking Moroccan official, 
who asked not to be identified, said 
the king decided to cancel the sum- 
mit, because the Arab leaders were 
"hopelessly deadlocked” over the 
Saudi plan. 

Announcing the postponement in 
a later statement broadcast by 
Moroccan radio and television, the 


king said Arab foreign ministers had 
been asked to me^t and would fix a 
date for the "next part” of the con- 
ference, also to be held in Morocco. 
There was no indication of how 
soon this is likely to be. 

The summit's only session lasted 
just over five hours. Reporters from 
the hardline Arab countries — 
Libya, Syria, Iraq, Algeria and 
South Yemen — burst into cheers in 
toe summit press room as the king's 
decision was announced. 

Explaining the postponement, the 
Moroccan monarch said only that 
the subjects under discussion were 
“very weighty and very dangerous," 
an obvious allusion to the Saudi 
plan and the deep divisions caused 
by its presentation to toe summit. 

"What b important is that we 
should come out with sound 
decisions,” Hassan said, adding. 


Soviets want N-arms pact Begin would meet Khaled if... 


at ‘lowest possible level’ 


BONN (UPI). — Soviet President 
Leonid Brezhnev's four-day visit to 
Bonn ended yesterday with a pledge 
that Moscow wants to negotiate a 
balance of nuclear forces in Europe 
at “the lowest possible level ” 

. In Washington, the Reagan ad- 
ministration reacted cautiously but 
hopeftjlly to Brezhnev’s offer to 
remove “hundreds 1 ' of Soviet mis- 
siles from Europe if toe U.S. agreed 
to a freeze on the deployment and 
production of new nuclear 
weapons. 

Chancellor Helmut Schmidt and 
Foreign Minister Hans-Dietrich 
Genschcr bade farewell to the 
Soviet leader at Cologne-Bonn air- 
port, following a military departure 
ceremony at the government 
guesthouse Schloss Gyminch. 

A communique issued just before 
Brezhnev flew home said"k was 
necessary “through concrete agree- 
ment to reach a stable balance of 
strength at the lowest possible 
level.” It stressed that “everything 
must be done to preserve and 


strengthen the policy of detente and 
of peaceful and mutually just 
cooperation over the long term.” 

American and Soviet negotiators 
sit down in Geneva next week to 
discuss for the first time the limita- 
tion of nuclear weapons in Europe. 
U.S. Secretary of Defence Caspar 
Weinberger said that toe talks could 
pave the way to a summit between 
Brezhnev and President Ronald 
Reagan. 

Schmidt took the occasion of 
Brezhnev’s visit to convince 
Moscow that Reagan desired peace 
and disarmament despite his 
hawkish stance toward die Soviet 
Union. Earlier, Schmidt said it bad 
become clear in the course of his 
talks with Brezhnev that “toe Soviet 
leadership still cannot correctly 
judge the aims .of the American 
leadership.” 

Schmidt failed to win over 
Brezhnev to Reagan's view that 
intermediate-range missiles in 
Europe should be scrapped entirely. 


PARIS (Reuter), — Prime Minister 
Menachem Begin said in an inter- 
view broadcast here yesterday that 
he would be prepared to meet King 
Khaled of Saudi Arabia only if the 
monarch made clear that his 
country's peace plan did not include 
the destruction of Israel. 

Speaking in an hour-long inter- 
view on France’s TF1 television 
network, Begin said the eight-point 
Saudi plan is ained at dismembering 
the Jewish state. He reaffirmed that 
Israel will never negotiate with the 
Palestine Liberation Organization 


because it seeks the annihilation of 
the State of Israel. 

Begin repeated the Israeli view 
that the Saudi plan, proposed by 
Crown Prince Fahd, does not in- 
clude clear recognition of Israel’s 
existence or any suggestion for 
Israeli participation in negotiations. 

“It is a series of proposals leading 
to the creation of a Palestinian state 
... All of this means mortal danger 
to Israel, the dismemberment of the 
countiy ... There would be perma- 
ment bloodshed. It is a plan for the 
liquidation of Israel in stages,” he ' 
said 


Egged members to meet today 
to decide on general strike 


Egypt, ired by Arab bloc, 
abstains in anti-Israel vote

UNITED NATIONS. — A con : 
certed effort yesterday by the Arab 
bloc at the UN pushed through a 
resolution condemning Israel for its 
alleged efforts to develop nuclear 
weapons and also sabotaged an 
Egyptian resolution calling for the 
dispatch of a UN emissary to M id- 
dle East capitals to work for the es- 
tablishment of a nuclear weapon-free 
zone in. the Middle East. 

The Egyptian delegate abstained 
on the vote on the resolution 
adopted yesterday by the General 
Assembly, which expressed “deep 
alarm”" that a report by the 
secretary-general had established 
that Israel “has the technical 
capability to manufacture nuclear 
weapons and possessed the means 
of delivering them.” 

The draft resolution expressed 
concern that Israel had “under- 
mined” the credibility of the 
safeguards provided by the Inter- 
national Atomic Energy Agency by 
its attack on the Iraqi nuclear reac- 
tor. 

On a separate vote calling for all 
states to end nuclear cooperation 
with Israel — 82 states voted in 
favour and 17, including most of 
Western Europe, voted against, 
while 25 countries including several 
, African states and Egypt abstained. 

Egyptian Ambassador Ahmed 
Abdel Meguid explained his 
country’s abstention from the two 
votes by saying that, while Egypt 
agrees to toe content of the anti- 


Israeli resolution, “in recent days 
certain Arab delegations bad 
adopted a particular attitude on 
nuclear weapons in the Middle East 
which might jeopardize efforts’Mo 
de-nuclearize the area. 

Thus, he said, his country ab- 
stained in toe vote and would “wait 
until it bad a clearer picture” con- 
cerning Egyptian efforts to establish 
a nuclear weapon-free zone in the 
area. 

The Egyptian resolution calling 
for the establishment of a nuclear 
weapon-free zone in the area was 
supported in recent years by a con- 
sensus in the General Assembly. 
However, toe new Egyptian idea of 
sending an emissary to the area to 
deal with the issue was opposed by 
the majority of the Arab camp, es- 
pecially Syria, Iraq and Libya. 

The amendments thus deleted 
from the resolution the new Egyp- 
tian idea of sending an emissary to . 
the area to deal with its de- 
nuclearization — an idea supported 
enthusiastically by the U.S. and 
with certain reservations by Israel 
— and added toe condemnation of 
Israel, which denied the Egyptian 
resolution a consensus. 

Israel was not “excited,” as some 
Israeli diplomats noted Last week, 
by the idea of sending a UN emis- i 
sary to the area to deal with the es- ; 
tabfishment of a nuclear weapon-free 
zone and called instead for face-to- 
face negotiations between the 
region’s countries on toe issue. 
Israel decided nevertheless to sup- 
port the Egyptian resolution.

TEL AVIV. — The Ministry of 
Transport and Egged appear to be 
headed for an all-out confrontation 
with the bus cooperative threaten- 
ing a general strike in toe very near 
future. 

After Egged’s two-hour warning 
strike yesterday, between 9 a.m. and 
11 a.m., the Ministry of Transport’s 
controller of roads sued a number 
of local Egged officials and 
secretariat members for violating 
the conditions of their permit. 

In response, Egged’s secretariat 
and management decided to meet 
today to discuss the timing of a 
general strike. 

Yesterday's warning strike was 
held after Eggcd-re fused to accept 
the Transport Ministry's offer of 
about 1550 million in immediate aid, 
and another IS 160m. in loans. Eg- 
ged says these sums are inconse- 
quential, considering its debts of 
IS2.35 billiOH, with bank overdraft 
charges costing them IS 350,000 a 
day. 

Gideqn Talmor, the cooperative’s 
spokesman, told The Jerusalem Post 
that there were no contacts with tbe 


Ministry of Transport yesterday, ex- 
cept when ministry inspectors came 
to collect evidence to sue Egged of- 
ficials for the warning strike. 

Deputy Transport Minister David 
Shiffrnan told The Post that no one 
from Egged had approached him 
yesterday, but that his door is 
always open and that he is willing to 
start negotiating. But he 
emphasized that his ministry and 
the Treasury would not be able to 
give Egged more than their original 
offer before . examining the 
cooperative’s operating costs. 

Minister of Transport Haim 
Corfu said yesterday in a radio in- 
terview that Egged’s finances will be 
carefully scrutinized, especially 
since a subsidiary of Egged has 
recently purchased shares in a bank. 

The bank is the Maritime Bank of 
Israel, owned by toe Eisenberg 
group. A subsidiary company, 
Nitzba, - which belongs to Egged ' 
members rather than to the 
cooperative, has purchased about 8 
per cent of the shares of the bank. 
Egged members are reportedly in- 
terested in purchasing about 26 per 
cent of the bank’s shares, in order to 
get voting rights. 


Haifa MD A teams revive two ‘dead’ men

HAIFA. — Two men reported 
“dead" after suffering electric 
shock were revived by Magen 
David Adorn crews after almost two 
hours of resuscitation yesterday 
morning. 

A Ram bam Hospital spokesman 
last night described the victims' 
condition as “stable,” but said it 
would take a day or two to finally 
determine their condition. 

MDA reported that at 9.35 a.m. it 
received a phone alarm that .two 
men had “been killed" while 
redecorating a flat on RehovTcher- 
nichovsky in toe French Carmel. 
Two ambulances were dispatched, 
and their crews found toe two, aged 
40 and 20, lying on toe floor uncon- 


scious, not breathing and without 
palpable pulse action. A third man 
who had been working with them 
was trying to administer artificial 
respiration. 

The ambulance crews took over 
and called in an intensive care 
emergency ambulance and a Ram- 
bam Hospital doctor. Each brought 
special equipment so that both men 
could be treated at the same time. 

After an hour and a half of inten- 
sive resuscitation, the men resumed 
breathing and their pulses were 
strong enough for them to be moved > 
to Ram bam for continued 'treat- 
ment. 

One of the men was the flat 
owner, and the other was an 
employee of the contractor who is 
doing the renovation work there. 


Begin: Policy in the territories is to suppress violence

Prime Minister Menachem Begin 
said yesterday that the government 
would give the law-abiding inhabi- 
tants of the administered territories 
, “the maximum concessions,” but 
that under no circumstances would 
it put up wiih attacks on Jewish or 
Arab civilians and on Israeli 
soldiers.-. 

“And I hereby announce,” Begin 
said, "“that we consider the throwing 
of stones, molotov cocktails or 
hand-grenades a threat to the lives 
of soldiers and civilians alike.” 

He was replying in the Knesset to 
three opposition motions^ for tbe 
agenda on government policy in the • 
territories, and on the recent wave 
of violence there. All three motions 
. were defeated. 

Michael Bar-Zohar (Alignment- 
Labour) said that Alignment 
governments had. taken strong 


measures when these were needed 
to preserve Israel’s security and to 
break terrorism. It had not 
. presumed to institute “far-reaching . 
and startling concessions.” But it 
had not blown up houses because of 
the deed of a youth whose family 
had known nothing of- bis inten- 
tions. He was referring to tbe 
demolition two weeks ago of three 
houses in Beit Sahour and one in 
Bethlehem after the sons allegedly 
confessed to throwing petrol bombs 
at an Israeli bus. 

Autonomy as a prelude to annex- 
ation was an idle dream, Bar-Zohar 
said. If under the Camp David ac- 
cords autonomy must be, so be it. 
.But only as a step towards & ter- 
ritorial compromise, 

Shalamit Aloni (Alignment- 
CRM) lambasted the government 
for denying the inhabitants of toe 
territories their elementary rights, 
“needlessly humiliating them* and 


sentencing them without due 
process of law.” 

Melr WDner (Democratic Front) 
said that “the intensified acts of 
suppression in the occupied ter- 
ritories constitute terrorism against 
the Palestinian people, and bring to 
mind certain foul deeds of Nazism." 

The prime minister said that Bir 
Zeit University was closed down 
only after its president bad been 
warned three times that this would 
happen unless the students stopped 
attacking soldiers. Lives are en- 
dangered, he said whether it is 
stones, fire bombs, or hand 
grenades that are thrown. 

If the students were prepared to 
devote themselves to their studies, 
the university would re-open; if they 
were not, it would stay closed. 
Begin said. The university was 
closed by the military authorities 
two weeks ago, until January 4. 

B egin then took up Shimon Peres’s 


statement that Labour governments 
had been “selective” in the blowing 
up of Arab homes. 

Peres was no authority on this 
point. Begin said, because between 
1967 and 1974 he was either not an' 
MK or held portfolios other than 
defence. But in the three years that 
Peres served as ' defence minister 
(1974-77), 162 houses were blown 
up in Judea, Samaria and Gaza. 
What land of selectivity was that? 
asked Begin, whereupon Peres in- 
terrupted: I question that figure!” 

Begin said that action would also 
be taken against inciters, and in this 
connection noted that Al-Fajr. 
published in East Jerusalem, had 
praised the murders a week-and-a- 
half-ago of Yussef al-Khatib, head 
of toe Ramallah district village 
league and his son. “La other words, 
it called for the murder of like- 
minded people.” He added that the

There is no way 
Israel could or should be asked. to 
negotiate with an organization 
which is not going to recognize it.” 

Lord Carrington, who recently 
visited the Middle East as current 
president of toe 10-nation European 
Economic Community, said the 
right way to proceed is to get tbe 
parties to toe Arab-Israel dispute to 
recognize each other conditionally. 

The main problem with Arafat’s 
Palestine Liberation Organization is 
that it speaks with different voices, 
Carrington told members of Parlia- 
ment.

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Acting El Al chief meets 
staffers in conciliation bid

BEN-GURION AIRPORT. — 
Acting El Al board chairman 
Nahraan Perel said yesterday that 
his primary task is to improve 
management-labour relations. His 
predecessor, Avraham Shavit, who 
strove to put the money-losing air- 
line on a sound footing but ran afoul 
of disgruntled employees, resigned 
last week feeling that the govern- 
ment had failed to give him the 
necessary backing during a strike 
which grounded El Al planes for 13 
days. 

Perel met airline staff committees 
in a first attempt to reconcile dif- 
ferences. He told the workers he 
sincerely bebeved.it was possible to 
overcome the problems, adding that 
he would resign if he fails to 
improve labour relations. 

Some staff committee members 
demanded that he fire the senior ex- 
ecutives whom Shavit hired to help 
the airline. Perel did not comment, 
but later, in reply to a reporter’s 
question, he said the matter was not 
on the agenda and he had "full con- 
fidence” in the present manage- 
ment. 


He was soothing on the dismissal 
issue. The airline’s revival plan, 
drawn up following a detailed study 
by U.S. experts, called for the dis- 
missal of some 800 workers. The 
management has said that 650 have 
already left, but the workers’ fears 


were heightened when Transport; 
Minister Haim ' Corfu said in a 
television interview that the airline 
had to get rid of 800 employees. 

Yesterday, Perel said he knew 
nothing about dismissals. “It’s not 
on the agenda at all. There may be 
this or that dismissal — all with the 
workers' consent, in a good at- 
mosphere, and with efforts to reach 
mutual understanding.” 

But he stopped short of stating 
that he would reject the dismissal 
clause in the revival programme; 

Workers left the meeting pleased. 
“It was a very good meeting. We'll 
give him a chance,” their leader, 
Eitan Rosenman told The Jerusalem 
Post . 

Both Rosenman and Perel are 
Likud members. There is specula- 
tion that Perel was chosen from 
among board members to be acting 
chairman for political reasons. 

Staff committees' spokesman 
Amikam Arieli has resigned his 
membership in the engineers and 
senior administrative staff shop 
committee, anticipating strong 
criticism for his part in the strike. 
The company’s 353 engineers and' 
top administrative staff had denied 
their committee a mandate to call 
strikes. 

■ And yesterday the Ministry of 
Tourism claimed that the airline 
strike had caused a sharp drop in 
tourism and a loss of S3m. to the 
tourist industry, according to 
preliminary estimates. 


Knesset backs Levy’s role in strike 


Post Knesset Reporter 
Transport Minister Haim Corfu 
yesterday asserted in the Knesset 
that Housing Minister David Levy 
had been within his rights as a 
Hist ad rut Executive member, in in- 
tervening last week to settle the El 
Al strike. 

But he repeated that he was un- 
happy both about the intervention 
and its result. 


Corfu was replying to a motion 
for the agenda by Shoshana Arbeli 
(Alignment) sharply attacking Levy. 

“My own position,” Corfu said, 
“was that the government is not a 
party to the dispute and does not in- 
tervene.” 


Yigael Hurvitz (Telem) moved 
that the motion go to committee. 
Once again the government had 
knuckled under to El A 1 workers, he 
said. 

Then Levy went to the podium. 
He claimed he had not trespassed 
on Corfu's territory. He became in- 
volved only after the Hisiadrut had 
given up. 

Histadrut -Secretary-General 
Yeroham Meshel (Alignment) said 
that Levy’s sitting with the workers, 
in the absence of Histadrut and 
management representatives, 
violated and invalidated the labour 
contract. 

By a vote of 36-32, the House re- 
jected the motions. 


Lahat postpones vote on Ze’evi post 


TEL AVIV. — Tel Aviv Mayor 
Shlomo Lahat last night indefinitely 
postponed today's planned meeting 
of the Ha'aretz Museum board of 
trustees which was to have con- 
sidered his proposal to appoint Aluf 
(res.) Rehavam Ze'evi as director-

In postponing the meeting, Lahat 
acceded to a request by the Knesset 
Education Committee, which will 
debate Ze’evi's suitability for the 
post on Monday.

Rehov Dizengoff yesterday 
solicited signatures on a petition, to 
be presented to Lahat today, against 
Ze'evi's appointment. Most of the 
museum’s visitors are high school 
pupils. 

: The petition-, which says - that 

Ze’evi is not an ’’educational 
figure” and is therefore unsuitable 
to head the museum, was initiated 
by the Shinui party. Its leader, MK 
Mordechai Wirshubski, has been 
running a campaign against Ze'evi's 
nomination, due to the ex-general's 
alleged underworld connections.

(Contboed from Page One) 
the Reagan team, and in part to 
“the pursuit of economic interests” 
to the detriment of Israel. 

On the MFO issue, the Israeli 
source said, the Americans “were 
much too quick to jump for joy” at 
the Europeans' announcements on 
Monday that they were prepared to 
join the force. (The State Depart- 
ment “warmly welcomed” the 
Europeans’ decision.) 

Also meeting with Begin yester- 
day to discuss the same issue was 
Australian Ambassador David 
Goss. His country has said it will 
join the MFD too -- but only if 
Israel accepts Britain and the other 
Europeans. 

The proposed Australian con- 
tingent of helicopter-borne com- 
munications troops would also in- 
clude New Zealanders. The govern- 
ment there yesterday confirmed it 
will send a small number of troops 
to support the MFO. 

On Tuesday night. Begin spoke 
with withering sarcasm of Britain's 
Foreign Secretary Lord Carrington, 
whom Israel sees as the guiding 
spirit behind the European state- 
ments. 

“We have heard today,*’ the 
premier told an audience of im- 
migrants, “that Lord Carrington has 
said he cannot review his position 
with respect to participation in the 
MFO. Well then. Lord Carrington, 
don't review it. Let us make a deal: 
You worry about the security of 
your country and about peace in 
Northern Ireland, and Til worry 
about the security of Israel and 
peace in the Middle East’’ 

Meanwhile in Washington, Haig 
yesterday called in Evron to strong- 
ly issue one last appeal that Israel 
accept the European countries' par- 
ticipation. 

During a 90-minute meeting at 
the .State Department, Haig 
reportedly told Jerusalem's ambas- 
sador that an Israeli refusal to ac- 
cept troops from Britain, France, 
Italy and the Netherlands would 
further strain U-S.-Israeli relations. 

President Ronald Reagan per- 
sonally worked hard behind the 
scenes to win such West European 
participation, Haig said. At the re- 
cent economic summit in Can cun. 
Mexico, Reagan strongly urged 
British Prime Minister Margaret 
Thatcher to approve the dispatch of 
British troops to the 2,500-man 
force. 

Uke other senior U.S. officials, 
Haig was not happy that the Euro- 
peans linked their participation to a 
reaffirmation of the Venice 
Declaration. 

But the Americans believe that in 
this case, actions speak louder than 
words. By joining the force, the 


Europeans would be demonstrating 
their support for the Camp David 
process, according to U.S. officials, 
who also make the point that the 
Europeans are under strong pres- 
sure from several Arab countries 
and the Soviet Union not to join. 

Haig was said to have told Evron 
that an Israeli refusal to go along 
with the European participation 
would be very difficult for 
Americans (o understand. 

The State Department refused to 
comment yesterday on reports that 
Begin has already decided to reject 
West European participation in ihe 
Sinai force. 

State Department spokesman 
Dean Fischer, meanwhile, con- 
firmed that Defence Minister Ariel 
Sharon will meet with Haig next 
week, in addition to Defence 
Secretary Caspar Weinberger. 

American and Israeli officials in 
the U.S. yesterday expressed con- 
fidence that Sharon will indeed 
come, even though the Americans 
remain reluctant to go as far as 
Israel would tike in undertaking 
strategic and military cooperation. 

An Israeli decision to postpone 
the Sharon visit, the sources added, 
would seriously upset the Reagan 
administration. 

Fischer yesterday confirmed that 
a Pentagon draft agreement had 
been submitted to the Israeli embas- 
sy on Tuesday, after receiving State 
Department approval. While U.S. 
and Israeli sources here refused to 
make public specific details, well- 
placed observers suggested that it 
calls for relatively modest levels of 
cooperation, such as the 
prepositioning of hospital equip- 
ment in Israel, joint UJS.-Israeli 
naval maneuvers off die coast of 
Israel in the eastern Mediterranean 
and some contingency planning on 
broad strategic issues. 

Sharon and other Israeli officials 
had hoped for a much more am- 
bitious programme, including joint 
air and ground maneuvers in Israel 
proper, prepositioning of tanks, am- 
munition and other heavy equip- 
ment in Israel (for its use during an 
emergency), and access to data 
from U.S. spy satellites.

Every patriot should do likewise.” 

Heikal, one of the closest confi- 
dants of Sadat's predecessor Gamal 
Abdul Nasser, was an outspoken 
critic of Egypt’s estrangement from 
the Arab world resulting from the 
peace treaty with- Israel, and Sadat 
took advantage of his crackdown on 
religious fanatics last September to 
lock up a man who had become a 
serious thorn in his side. 

The group also included former 
interior minister Fuad Scrag ed dm, 
former information ministers FathT 
Radwan and Mohammed Fayek 
and former education minister 
Hilmi Murad — deputy chairman of 
the opposition Socialist Labour 
Party. 

The government cited the need 
for “national reconciliation" as the 
principal reason behind the release, 
according to agency reports from 
Cairo. 

This follows Mubarak's earlier 
moves to reach a rapprochement 
with the two official opposition par- 
ties in Egypt, which had fallen foul 
of Sadat, and the new president's 
unilateral truce in the media war 
Sadat had been waging with his 
Arab critics. 

Deputy Prime Minister Fuad 
Mohieddin, who was present at 
Mubarak’s meeting with the 
detainees, was quoted as telling 
reporters that the 29 men and two 
women released bad “nothing to 
do” with religious extremism, the 
reason Sadat gave for last 
September’s crackdown in which 
1,536 people were detained. 

Mohieddin added that the 
released group will “return to nor- 
mal life and to their jobs,” and will 
have the right to resume political 
activity.

Bat with the general elections

And* Rabin’s urban supporters 
are cheering on their erstwhile arch- 
foe, since a Speiser victory would 
clearly signal the weakening of 
Peres. 

Behind the scenes, the struggle is 
the familiar one for control of the 
party. On one level it is Rabin chal- 
lenging Peres, but on a deeper level 
it is the party ertablishment, the kib- 
butzim and allied groups, seeking 
desperately to maintain their con- 
trol. Speiser for them, represents 


the changes they see and abhor out- 
side the party — the move away 
from orthodox socialism, the in-* 
creased hawkishness, the rising in- 
flu e nee of the Sephardi com- 
munities — the growth o' 
everything that worked so well in 
favour of the Ukud. ^ 

It is the old question of whether 
the party should change to woo the 
electorate, or whether it should 
seek to alter the public mood. 

Many in Labour say the present 
contest is another round in the battle 
that flared up three years ago 
between the Beit Berl group, 
headed by the kibbutzim, and 
Speiser’s Yahdav group, which 
bases its power on urban labour 
councils, the new moshavim and the 
Sephardi community. Speiser.. has 
won, in the past, perhaps because 
he was then safeguarding the Peres 
interests. But it is not clear if 
Yahdav will again emerge vic- 
torious. 

If it does, the party establish- 
ment's days are numbered. But 
even if Bar-Lev wins, the establish- 
ment’s victory may be short-lived at 
best, for Speiser may emerge as one 
of its most dangerous enemies ever. 


Delays in mail due to shortage of postmen

The shortage - of 'dozens of 

postmen around , the country, es- 
pecially in the; outlying new 
neighbourhoods- of Jerusalem, has 
caused mail delivery .delays in reefent 
months. -■ . - 

Postal, services^ director Eitan 
Lachman . has ; just .ordered ;the 
transfer of eight job slots from other 
places in the capitaiilo relieve- the 
shbrtage there. He told Tfte 
Jerusalem Post, which has recently 
received a number of complaints ' 
about mail not being delivered, that 
He ‘ expects the. problems in 
Jerusalem to end' within a week. 

■; “Like other government services, : 
our manpower is frozen,' 1 Lachman 
Said. “And even. if we had more job 


slots available, people just don’t 
want to be postmen. The pay is low; 
the postman is disappearing just like 
the cobbler.” 

In order to reduce pressure on 
postmen, the portal services have 
set up 20 distribution centres 
around the country where every 
household has its own box and key, 
and where letters are delivered 
every day. 

“This won’t work in central 
Jerusalem or places where there are 
many elderly who don’t get out,” 
Lachman said “But It does work in 
places like Mevasseret Zion outside 
Jerusalem, where another distribu- 
tion centre will open in a few weeks. 
Every family- has someone going out 
to buy food or a newspaper every 
day. We put these centres in nearby 


locations and eliminate the need for 
postmen.” 

Jerusalem still has the same, 
number of postmen — 157 — that it 
had before all the massive new 
neighbourhoods were built follow- 
ing the Six Day War, Lachman said. 
The national total of postmen is 
1,300. 

The Communications Ministry is 
also considering the possibility of 
establishing several classes of mail 
with different rates, to regularize 
different speeds of delivery. 

Although some angry 
householders who have complained 
to the post office have been told to 
come in person to collect their mail, 
Lachman warned that “we aren't- 
equipped to handle this,” and asked 
people to refrain from trying to get 
their own mail.

3 kilos of heroin seized 
at B-G, two tourists held

TEL AVIV. — Police yesterday 
foiled an attempt by two tourists to 
smuggle three kilos of heroin worth 
IS5 million into the country through 
Ben-Gurion Airport, a police 
spokesman said. 

It was the largest amount of the 
drug ever uncovered at the airport. 

The arrests came after an airport 
police surveillance team noticed a 
passenger just off an El Al flight 
from Paris acting “nervously” ns he 
waited for his baggage in the ar- 
rivals hall. 

The detectives waited until the 
man, aged 32, from Los Angeles, a 
non-Jew visiting Israel for the first 
time, took her suitcase and left the 
hall, before stopping him. They 


found "personal articles” and three 
kilos of heroin in the bag, the 
spokesman said. 

Also arrested was a Canadian 
citizen, who the spokesman said is a 
Jewish tourist, walking next to the 
first suspect. Both suspects win be 
brought today before a magistrate, 
probably in Ramie, for arraignment. 

Asked whether police had any 
leads relating to the possible in- 
volvement of Israelis in the alleged 
smuggling attempt, the spokesman 
said no additional details could be 
released and that the investigation is 
continuing. 

Yesterday’s incident followed the 
arrest at the airport last week of two 
Israelis who disenlbarked from a 
flight originating in Germany with 
half a kilo of heroin in their bag- 
gage, the spokesman said.

TEL AVIV. — A defence attorney 
for Minister of Labour, Aharon 
Abuhatzeira succeeded yesterday in 
finding four mistakes in the police 
summary of the Abuhatzeira Fund’s 
bank records. Abuhatzeira and a 
former aide, Moshe Gabai, are ac- 
cused of embezzling money from 
the fund when Abuhatzeira was 
mayor of Ramie. 

The discrepancies were found by 
defence lawyer Shlomo Toussia- 
Cohen and disclosed during eight 
hours of detailed testimony by 
prosecution witness Pakad Shai 
Maytal, a fraud division in- 
vestigator. 

Maytal yesterday concluded his 
second day of testimony in the Tel 
Aviv District Court. 

. Running down the police sum- 
mary with Maytal, Toussia-Cohen 
noted that in a number of instances 
it listed the return of loans the 
charity allegedly made withnut 
noting that the moneys had actually 
been lent out in the first place. 

In one case, the police summary 
listed the repayment of a loan the 
charity allegedly made to Aharon 
Abuhatzeira’s cousin, Baruch, 
Abuhatzeira, when, in fact, Toussia- 


Cohen said, the cheque bounced 
and was never deposited in the 
fund's account. 

Maytal, in presenting the court 
with hundreds of cheques, bank 
statements and documents relating 
to the fund, noted that the charity 
kept no proper accounts of its ac- 
tivities. The fund was named after 
the minister's father and was sup- 
posed to provide interest-free loans, 
primarily to needy yeshiva students. 

Toussia-Cohen, however, told 
Judge Victoria Ostrovsky -Cohen an 
accountant's report is now being 
prepared and would be entered as 
evidence as soon as it is completed. 

Interior Ministry official Zvi 
Sha'ag took the stand after Maytal 
and testified that Interior Minister 
Yosef Burg had approved the 
transfer of IS30.000 to the Ramie 
Municipality for the Abuhatzeira 
Fund's use. But only IS20.000 was 
channelled by the city councilto the 
fund, and the remainder allotted in 
1979 and 1978 remained in the city's 
coffers, he said. 

There was nothing extraordinary 
about Burg's approval, Sha'ag said, 
which was in line with the so-called 
“middleman system,” in which the 
ministry allocates moneys to local 
councils for their eventual transfer 
to charities and educational institu- 
tions.

Gadi Goldstein said that he .and 
three friends at first though! "the 
shots were a car backfiring, but then 
heard a resident shout from a 
balcony: “Arabs, terrorists!” The 
four ran after a man whom they saw 
fleeing into the darkness, and even- 
tually caught Abu.

56 more executions 
of leftists in Iran 


? n !I RU Ii AP) - “ Iranian officials 
lhat hnng squads ex- 
ecuted 56 mord urban guerrillas op- 
posed to Ayatollah Ruhollah 
Khomeini s fundamentalist Moslem 
regime^ while the main opposition 
leader, in exile in Paris, claimed that 
many of his supporters have been 
secretly put to death. 

Thirty-six members of the leftist 
Mujahedin Khalq and the smaller 
Marxist-Leninist factions 
Fedayeen Khalq and Peykar, were 
executed in Teheran's Evio prison 
for taking up arms against the 
Islamic Republic, taking part in 
armed demonstrations and assas- 
sinating government supporters, the 
state-run Teheran Radio reported 
yesterday. It did not say when ihe 
executions were carried out. 

Twenty other Mujahedin were 
executed on Tuesday at daybreak, 
in the northeastern city of Bojnourd 
in Khorasan ■ Province and in 
Behbahan, in the oil-rich 
southwestern province of 
Khuzistan, the office of Iran's 
general prosecutor told the As- 
sociated Press in Beirut by 
telephone. 

Meanwhile, the Paris office of the 
leader of the Mujahedin Khalq, 


Massoud Rajavi, told the AP in 
Beirut by telephone that more than 
3,000 Khomeini opponents have 
been executed since former presi- 
dent Abolhassan Bani-Sadr was dis- 
missed by Khomeini five months 
ago. . 

Rajavi's spokesman, who re- 
quested anonymity, said that more 
than 3,800 of them belonged to the 
Mujahedin Khalq. Officially an- 
nounced figures of those executed 
since Baui-Sadr's ouster have 
reached 1,571. 

The Rajavi spokesman said that 
many opponents have been “secret- 
ly executed" and their names have 
not been announced. 

Rajavi's spokesman also denied 
charges by Khomeini's regime that 
the Mujahedin Khalq was responsi- 
ble for Tuesday's explosion at the 
Teheran railway station, which kil- 
led a four-year-old girl and two 
other persons. 

“Our legitimate resistance is not 
in any way directed against inno- 
cent people, but it basically encom- 
passes those responsible for execu- 
tions, torture and (an atmosphere) 
of suffocation,” the spokesman 
said, quoting a statement by Ra- 
javi's office. 


Polish shop staffs appeased 
but local strikes continue 


WARSAW (AP). — Shopkeepers 
fearful or angry consumers won of- 
ficial promises of better police 
protection and cancelled strike 
plans yesterday, but thousands of oil 
workers and students remained on 
strike. 

A spokesman for the shopkeepers 
said that all-night talks with govem- 
ment and parliament officials 
produced an agreement cancelling a 
threatened strike. 

Officials representing the 
shopkeepers told a news conference 
on Tuesday that at least three 
persons had died during such inci- 
dents and dozens had been beaten 


by shoppers angered by shortages of 
goods. 

Elsewhere, a nagging spate of 
local protests continued, but they 
were nowhere near the size of wild- 
cat protests that idled some 250,000 
workers earlier this month. 

Solidarity officials in Krosno. 
southeastern Poland, reported that 
some 1,500 workers downed tools in 
the nation's oilfields. 

A spokesman for the independent 
students' association said student 
strikes had now spread to 70 of 
Poland's 91 colleges and univer- 
sities, affecting about 100,000 stu- 
dents.

Storms lash North Sea, 
planes seek missing sailors 


STAVANGER, Norway (UPI). — 
Hurricane-force winds and 12 metre 
seas that battered the North Sea and 
Scandinavia fell to half-strength 
yesterday, giving airborne searchers 
hope of finding a missing 
Norwegian ship and seamen washed 
overboard from a Scottish trawler. 

But the winter storm's toll of 
dead and presumed dead in six na- 
tions reached at least 10. with about 
1,200 people kept out of their ilood- 
threatened homes in Denmark, 
where there were extensive breakes 
in dikes and communications lines. 

The victims included three 
crewmen washed overboard from the 
Aberdeen-based trawler 
Clarkwood. 

The 300-ton Norwegian freighter 
Soerstrand sank off the West 
German island of Sytt on Tuesday 
amid the storm's I4S kph winds. 
Seven men were rescued from the 
water, but one died later in hospital. 

A search continued for the Ham- 
mer Holm, another 300-ton 
Norwegian cargo boat carrying corn 
from London (o Slavangar, and 
reported missing on Monday with 


five people on board. 

Another Norwegian sailor died 
on Tuesday night on his cargo vessel 
— docked in Sweden's Gothenburg 
harbour to escape the storm — 
when he was struck on the head by a 
wind-whipped deck cable. 

Elsewhere in the North Sea, five 
rescue tugs stood alongside the 
British oil rig Transworld 58 waiting 
to attach towlines to secure the plat- 
form, adrift since Tuesday with 22 
workers aboard. Rescue crews in 
helicopters have removed another 
48 men. 

Two rigs came within 220 metres 
of colliding on Tuesday when they 
broke loose from their moorings 
about 50 kilometres from each 
other in the Ekofish oilfield. Last 
year, a Norwegian rig, the Alex- 
ander Keilland, overturned in this 
area with the loss of 123 lives. 

And in the Far East, a new 
storm brewed east of the Phi- 
lippines yesterday, a day after 
typhoon Irma battered the 
country’s biggest island, leaving 26 
dead and thousands homeless, 
authorities reported. 


Guerrillas attack Thai government soldiers 


BANGKOK (Reuter).' — About 20 
Communist guerrillas and 16 
government volunteers were killed 
this week in A clash in northeastern 
Thailand, police said yesterday. - 


The fighting took place on Mon- 
jday, when an unknown number of 
insurgents attacked a company of 
volunteers in Tao-Ngoi district of 
Sakon Nakhon province, 640 


kilometres northeast of here. A 
number of the volunteers were also 
wounded. 

About 2,500 of the estimated 
10,000 guerrillas of the pro-Peking 
Communist Party of Thailand are 
active in the area. On Sunday, other 
Communist insurgents attacked 
four military bases in the southern 
province of Surat Thani, killing 15 
soldiers and injuring 45. 


Venezuela ousts Iraqis spying for Cuba 


CARACAS (UPI). — Venezuelan 
intelligence has smashed an es- 
pionage ring that operated out of 
Iraq’s embassy and allegedly 
worked for Cuba, authorities said 
on Tuesday. 


Reimberto Uzcategui, chief of 
Venezuela's political police, said 
that two third secretaries in the Ira- 
qi embassy were asked to leave the 
country and that they had done so 
last weekend. A 23-year-old 


Venezuelan from the government 
foreigner identification bureau, 
Clemente Gralerol, was arrested 
and charged with treason for pass- 
ing information to the Iraqis, he ad- 
ded. 

“We believe they were acting 
behind the back of the Iraqi charge 
d'affaires and the espionage was not 
for the benefit of the Iraqi govern- 
ment. I have the impression they 
were working for another nation, 
namely Cuba," Uzcategui said. 


Saadi ordeal ends: ‘I was scared stiff 


LONDON ( AP). — Stewart 
Christie, the British businessman 
who was detained in Saudi Arabia 
for 18 months following the murder 
of a work-mate, returned home 
yesterday and said that at one point 
during his ordeal he was “scared 
stiff” of being convicted and 


beheaded. 

Christie, released two weeks ago, 
flew into London's Heathrow Air- 
port after a reunion vacation with 
his wife, and told reporters: 

'They pointed the finger at me 
and said, 'You are the murderer — 
if you aren’t, prove ’it.” 


Terrorists hit UK 
bases in Germany 


HERFORD, West Germany (UPI). 
. — A terrorist bomb went oiT outside 
a British army barracks yesterday 
morning, in the second attack on a 
British installation in Germany in 
two days. - 
The bomb, described as a small 
explosive device, damaged the wall 
of an army apartment house but in- 
jured no one, although one soldier 
wds treated for shock, a British 
spokeswoman said: 

The spokeswoman termed the 
bombing a ‘Terrorist incident ” but 
refused to . speculate on the 
perpetrators. Herford is some 60 
kilometres south-west of Hannover. 

In Hamburg early on Tuesday, a 
bomb went off outside the British 
consulate while Sir Jock L. Taylor. 
British ambassador to Bonn, who 
was visiting the city, was in the con-; 
sulate’s living quarters. 

The bomb went off before, .the 
consulate opened for business and 
no one was injured. - 
Police had no clues to the identity, 
of the terrorists, but said the Irish 
Republican Army might' be respon- 
sible. 


Papandreou gov’t 
wins endorsement 
for socialist rule 


ATHENS. ’ — Greek Premier 
Andreas Papandreou's Socialist 
government won a comfortable vote 
of confidence early yesterday on 
policies calling for the withdrawal 
of U.S. military bases, a . re- 
examination of NATO and EEC 
membership, denuclearization and 
widespread domestic changes. 

The Socialist government, the 
first ever in Greece’s history, gained 
172 votes from the 300-member 
single-chamber parliament. 

Later, Papandreou went to Paris 
to confer with French leaders on 
arms purchases, and other defence 
matters, including possible French 
technological aid for Greece in 
developing its own weapons in- 
dustry, French officials said. (AP, 
UPI) 


Pakistanis deny report 
of noclear power intent 

ISLAMABAD (AP). — The 
Pakistan government yesterday 
denied that President M drammed 
Zia ul-Haq had told a Turkish 
reporter that his regime intended to 
develop the technology required for 
a nuclear bomb. 

“The president did not say that 
Pakistan has the intention or 
capability of producing a bomb,” 
said Khalid Ali, director-general of 
external publicity, who was present 
during the interview. 

Ali released statements made by , 
Zia during the intended which as- 
serted Pakistan's right to acquire 
nuclear technology for peaceful 
purposes. But he declined to 
provide a complete transcript of 
questions and answers. 


France announces atomic 
test in Sooth Pacific 

PARIS (AP). — France carried out 
an underground nuclear test at its 
South Pacific testing ground at 
Mururoa Atoll on November 1 1, the 
office of President Francois Mitter- 
rand said yesterday. 

It specified, however, that con- 
trary to claims by the Greenpeace 
Environmental Organization, il was 
not a test or a neutron device. A

Patt does not believe in the much 
talked-about two-way traffic, with 
Israelis going to Egypt freely and 
Egyptians coming to Israel. “Only 
100,000 Egyptians all told leave 
-their homeland each year for 
foreign travel. Their tourist poten- 
tial for us is negligible." The accent 
should be on attracting Israelis and 
others to Israeli resorts, he thinks. 

What has to be normalized is 
bilateral trade. “We buy 5600m. of 
Egyptian imports each year (mainly 
petroieum): they should buy more 
from us. So far progress is slow. 
Real normalization hasn’t started — 
and this will be the lest of 
Mubarak's intentions.'* Pious state- 
ments aren't required about con- 
tinuing Sadat's policies. Rather, ac- 
tive steps should be taken to nor- 
malize day to day relations between 
the two countries. 

. WE DECIDE to turn from the 
topics of industry and commerce 
which so absorb Patt's attention. 
What does he think about the 
religious law which requires the 
closure of El Ai on the Sabbath? Be- 
ing a declared liberal, he ought 
rightly to be shocked, but isn’t. “I 
can understand that observant peo- 
ple are distressed to see Jewish 
planes breaking the Sabbath in 
Israel's skies. 

“However, f die new dispensation 
destroys El Al, it’s not reasonable. 
There is a case,, it seems to me, for 
forbidding anivals -and departures 
in Lod Airport on the Sabbath. But 
there’s no need to bring El Al*s 
world-wide operations to a standstill 
on that day." 

His attitude lo religion is defen- 
sive. It emerges that he once went 
to a religious school. He defends the 
coalition agreement which provides 
government finance to the ultra- 
orthodox establishments of Agudal 
Israel. “The Maale school in 
Jerusalem which'! attended, and 
which was associated with what is 
now. called the NRP, got govern- 
ment aid. The Hovav school, which 
belonged to the Aguda and with 
which we played football, did not. I / 
don’t see the sense of that Aren't 
religious kids Israelis Uke everyone 
else?"

Gideon Pali has sampled all 
Israel's ideologies. He was born Gi- 
deon Inbal. His mother died when 
he was three, an aunt adopted him 
and eventually he assumed her sur- 
name, Patt. 

His elder brother was Ephraim 
rnbaf, and a member of Kibbutz 
Yagur. Ephraim rose to the rank or 
Sgan-Aluf in the army. On his way 
to take over the Northern Com- 
mand in 1963 he lost his life in u 
traffic accident. 

G ideon spent one year al the K ib- 
butz Beit Alfa school when he was 
nine, and was a classmate oF Mussu 
Harif, now representing Labour in 
the Knesset. Al 12 he entered 
Midrashat Ha'Noar of the religious 
Mizrahi movement. 

He wound up a Liberal. He in- 
terprets this to mean that a man 
shouldn't be over-rigid but select 
the best from all systems and 
ideologies in pragmatic fashion. He 
win support religious legislation — 
up to a point — if it helps to keep 
peace with the religious camp. He' 
will clap on tariffs, in defiance of 
the principles of free trade, if 
Israel's industries need protection. 


ISNT THE Liberal party m a mess? 
He doesn’t deny it. It's in a period 
of transition from the old genera- 
tion — men like Simha Ehrlich — to 
the new. He remarks: “We have a 
collective leadership but no real 
head. Every party requires a domi- 
nant figure to set the pace. Labour 
was different when it was led by 
Ben-Gurion or by Golda. So were 
we when we had Pereiz Bernstein or 
Yosef Sapir. The party worked well 
in those days. 

“I and friends of mine have been 
trying to rejuvenate the party. 
There are 30 or 40 of us, and we 
have been al it for three months. 
Someone in the party will have to 
take over the leadership.'' He is 
very frank. “It may be me. The 
thing is not to be above the collec- 
tive but to be the first among 
equals." 

Will the Liberals merge with 
Herut? "We’re not in the position to 
decide at the moment. Nor is Herut. 
You have only to ask yourself what 
will happen when Begin retires. 
Who will succeed him? What new 
grouping will emerge? 

“If we Liberals have problems, 
and they have problems, and we 
then combine our problems, we'll 
have accomplished nothing. 

“Of course the Likud must be 
consolidated, but only when each 
component has sorted out its affairs 
and is single-minded. The two 
groups must earn the right to merge.' 
We on our side must be able, when 
we’re no longer a.faction, to present 
the liberal nuance in the new al- 
liance. 

"We’re not ready for all that. The 
institutions of the Liberal party 
havcn’l met for months, we haven’t 
had an ideological discussion for a 
year-and-a-half.” 

WE TURN to foreign policy. 
Where are the autonomy negotia- 
tions leading us? What happens 
after the five-year period stipulated 
in the Camp David accord? 

“Autonomy will be instituted. 
But if you are talking about the final 
status of the administered areas — 
well, the way things are going. I'm 
not at all sure the five-year deadline 
can be met. The reason for this in- 
terim period is to give us lime to 
learn how to tolerate each other, 
and to rise above our daily hate, 
suspicion and ignorance. 

“If we do, then we shall be able lo 


talk, to exchange ideas, arid work 
out solutions. Bin if the Arabs of 
Judea, Samaria and Gaza stay as 
apathetic as they are, and allow 
Arab leaders abroad to speak for 
them, then the time. won’t arrive for 
a final settlement. 

“It's not the end of the world, we 
shall just have to extend the interim 
phase another five years. If the 
Arabs in the administered areas 
don’t want this, they must come out 
of their shells, learn to live with us, 
to . communicate with us, to 
negotiate with us.” Only then can a 
settlement be hammered out. 

And if they do take Lo us, what 
will be the ultimate solution? Not 
Palestinian statehood, about that 
Patt is firm. Federation with Jor- 
dan? “I don’t see that happening, 
the Jordanians are not interested. 
We must give things time to 
develop. 

“There could be a system of 
autonomous Arab cantons, self- 
governing in all matters except 
defence and foreign affairs. That is 
one possibility, there are others.” 
IS GIDEON Patt a hawk (netzl or u 
dove (yona)7 "I’m a bit of both. I'm 
a yo-netz, ” he claims, “as you know. 

I believe in a pragmatic liberalism. 
If I’m hawkish, it's nol because 1 
have an unbreakable attachment to 
Hebron or Shechenr. The Yeshurun 
synagogue in Jerusalem where I 
prayed and learned to lay icjilin 
means more to me than Kamei 
Shomron in Samaria. 

“What matters is Israel’s defence 
and security. I remember when Jack 
Geri (a predecessor of Patt who 
held the Industry and Commerce 
portfolio 25 years ago) warned me it 
was dangerous to walk after dark m 
Savyon. 

“I don't want that situation to 
recur.” 

His liberalism is certainly un- 
conventional. “I don't believe in 
’isms’,” he says, “socialism, com- 
munism — even liberalism, in the 
doctrinaire sense of the word. I 
don't believe in dogmas. 

“A, stupid person cannot be a 
liberal because a liberal has lo 
think. It’s easy to be a communist, 
everything is classified for you, you 
just look up the rules. 

“Liberals have to make judg- 
ments. We think that the liberty of 
the individual and freedom to fol- 
low one's own initiatives are a good 
thing. However, these orincioles 


provide guidelines only, they can-' 
not be applied inflexibly. A firm in 
trouble may be allowed to fold up 

— after all, it's a competitive world 

— or may be rescued because 
employment must be maintained. 
Each case must be considered on its 
rnerits. 

“We are opposed to sectarianism.- 
1 don’t like political youth move- 
ments at school level. In the morn- 
ing the children are united as 
Israelis, in the evening they are 
divided into hostile political groups. 

“1 left the scouts as a boy because' 
they wouldn’t allow Mapam 
members to acquire leadership 
posts. That ban made the organiza- 
tion sectarian. Tomorrow they 
could deny leadership to other 
groups. 

“I’m proud of being a pragmatic 
liberal." Our leading statesmen in- 
the past were not far removed from 
that philosophy, Patt maintains, 
“Ben-Gurion's socialism was a form 
of nostalgia, Pinhas Sapir's 
socialism was only verbal.” He 
reminisces: “Golda was more of a ' 
socialist than either of them, I think. 
B-G abolished the trend system in 
schools. Before that he forbade. the 
flying of the red flag in Labour- 
trend schools. 

“1 am nol sure that Golda would 
have done the same if she'd been 
prime minister al i‘ie time." 

He sees the difficulty in reconcil- 
ing his liberal sm and his 
pragmatism. He concludes the in- 
terview with a story that he says il- 
lustrates his philosophy. ft‘s one of 
Menachem Begin's favourites: 

Shortly after the slate of Israel 
was declared, a Jewish policeman 
was about to arrest a member of the 
underground, who hadn't given in 
his arms although the British Man- 
date had expired. 

The member of the underground 
told him to go to hell. 

“But I'm a policeman, you can't 
disobey my orders." 

"Go to hell." was the reply. 

"Bui listen. I've a wife and five 
children. If I don't turn you in I'll be 
sacked, and then how will I feed m> 
family?” 

"Ah," said the Jewish partisan, 
“if you’re going to use force. I won't 
resist arrest. 

In Gideon Patt's view, 
pragmatism means taking the 
human factor into account when 
planning policies and programmes.

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Ranges in mortgage policy for immigrants and young couples 

The all-important gov’t mortgage

JBe recent increases in sub- 
sidized government mortgages have 
improved the prospects for new im- 
migrants to buy flats, i but most 
you ng couples in the Jerusalem area 
will find themselves worse off.» 
These conclusions are based on an 
examination of the changes in the- 
gap betwee mortgages and the 
average price of flats on the private 
market in Jerusalem and the Dan 
region (excluding Tel Aviv). 

The Housing Ministry's policy, 
staled in its 1981 budget, is to keep 
the level of mortgages at a more or 
less constant proportion of the price 
or flats. This applies except when 
levels are raised considerably to 
meet the specific needs of various 
groups eligible for government 
mortgages. 

Earlier this year the government 
mortgage provided for a new im- 
migrant family of two to four 
persons covered about 40 per cent 
of the average price of a 2 Yi- or 3- 
room fiat in the Dan region (43 per 
cent in Jerusalem). After the recent 
increases, it covers about 60 per 
cent pf the price in both Jerusalem 
and the Dan region. For a family of 
five to eight persons buying a fiat 
with 3 Vi or 4 looms, the percentage 
of the price covered by- the 
mortgage has risen from 28 per cent 
to about SO per cent in the Dun 
region, and from 35 per cent to 49 
per cent in Jerusalem. 

The average prices for flats used 
in these calculations were taken 
from a Central Bureau of Statistics 
survey of the private market in nine 
areas of the country for the first 
three quarters of the year (January- 


Sept ember). The prices of public 
housing, not included in the survej. 
are in most cases lower than those 
on the private market, so the 
percentage of the price of these flats 
covered by government mortgages 
would be correspondingly higher. 

The situation of new immigrant 
singles, whose mortgages have 
always been relatively low. has 
improved somewhat. For a 1 Vi- or 2- 
room flat, in the Dan region, the 
government mortgage now comes 
to 39 per cent compared to 29 per 
cent earlier. For Jerusalem, the 
proportion rose from 29 to 37 per 
cent. 

Young couples eligible for 
government mortgages are ranked 
in eight categories according to 


while the neediest group Is belter 
ofT by about 8 per cent (61 to 69 per 
cent). 

Amnon Ashori, the director of 
the housing division of the Housing 
Ministry, who is responsible for set- 
ting mortgage levels for all those 
eligible for government aid, said in 
response to these findings that in 
practice mortgages are not always 
kept at constant proportions of fiat 
prices.

Fewer burglaries and car thefts 

Insurance firms welcome 
15 per cent drop in claims

In Jerusalem, though, there were 
considerable reductions in the 
proportion covered by the mortgage 
for groups two through six. For ex- 
ample, a mortgage for a couple in 
group three covered 39 per cent of 
the price of a 2 Yi- or 3-room flax 
earlier this year, while it non covers 
only 33 per cent. For group five, the 
drop was from 53 to 45 per cent, and 
for group six from 61 to 53 per cent. 
Group seven remains the same.

which should enable more members 
of these groups to benefit from 
government aid. 

Concerning the situation oT 
young couples in Jerusalem, he said 
that “we knew that the mortgages 
would not keep up with the price 
rises.' 

Housing division officials said 
that the ministry's policy is to 
spread the funds allocated for 
mortgage aid as widely as possible, 
instead of providing select groups 
with very high mortgages. This 
policy leaves a gap between the 
mortgage level and fiat prices which 
may be filled from savings, family 
resources or “supplementary 
mortgages" offered by mortgage 
banks at commercial terms 

The maximum supplementary- 
mortgages available range from 
IS100.000 to IS 150,000, but these 
are usually beyond the range of 
young couples and newcomers. 
Their incomes are not high enough 
for the high monthly payments 
resulting from both the government 
and supplementary mortgages. 

The average prices of all flats, 
public and private, went up by 69 
per cent from January to September 
in nominal terms. The mortgages 
for new immigrant families rose by 
about 87 per cent from April to 
November, and for singles about 59 
per cent. The increases in 
mortgages for young couples 
between February and November 
ranged from 40 to 90 per cent for all 
but the top category, which jumped 
120 per cent. 


The drop in claims was due to two 
main factors. Firstly, there were 
fewer burglaries so far this year, and 
fewer cars were stolen. Secondly, 
the companies encouraged clients 
to increase the amount of their 
“self-participation,” and this con- 
vinced many to take better precau- 
tions against being burgled or hav- 
ing their cars stolen. Avneyon noted 
that larger self-participation al- 
lowed the companies to charge 
lower premiums. 

Both these factors had resulted in 
a third benefit for companies — less 
administrative work, and reduced 
overheads. 

As for premium and fee income, 
it was up by 20 per cent in real terms 
and would probably total about IS6 
billion. “This is about 3 per cent of 
the country's GNP. and the figure 
compares with the situation in most 
Western industrialized countries." 

Another factor which was helping 
the insurance companies have a 
successful year was the fact that 
“casco” — coverage of damage to 
the body of a vehicle — this year 
constituted only about 35 per cent 


of all elementary insurance claims, 
compared to 41 per cent last year. 
And insurance in this specific field 
was a “money loser” due to cut- 
throat competition. 

Avneyon came out directly in 
favour of the idea that all com- 
panies charge identical rates, and 
thus be forced to compete not in 
price but in service. But the super- 
visor of insurance in the Finance 
Ministry has turned down the sug- 
gestion. . 

“But what we would like to see. 
at least,” Avneyon said, “is that the 
supervisor sees to it that when a 
company fixes a rate, it doesn't 
make all sorts of concessions to 
special pressure groups." 

He pointed .out that some com- 
panies charged one premium for the 
rank and file client, . while giving 
reduced rales to certain groups 
which took out collective insurance. 
He indicated that these companies 
hiked premiums for the rank and 
file, while lowering them for these 
groups. 

Avneyon also wants the Israel In- 
surance Association to be 'given 
“teeth," something which the 
supervisor has refused to agree to so 
far. “We would like to police 
ourselves, like other professional 
groups do.” 

At present, any company which 
received a licence from the super- 
visor is automatically admitted to 
the association, which has 49 
members. He -wants strict rules on 
admittance and the right to dis- 
cipline those who violate a code of 
conduct which will be drawn up ini 
future.

TEL AYIY. — A concerted selling 
wave dropped the prices of shares 
yesterday. A full 102 securities fell 
by 5 per cent of more. There were 
27 “sellers only" situations and 
another 40 issues fell by margins in 
excess of 10 per cent. 

A positive feature of the falling 
market was the fact that turnover 
was .relatively modest at IS 308m. 
About two-thirds of the turnover 
was in the commercial bank and 
mortgage bank sectors. Commercial 
banks, for the greater part, were on 
the upside. 

On the index-linked bond market

falling prices were prevented by the 
large-scale supportive action by the 
Bank of Israel, which appeared to 
be the only buyer. 

The shekel was a 3-agorot winner 
in trading against the dollar. 

Buying demand resumed for the 
shares of the United Mizrahi bank, 
but the’ price remained unchanged. 
IDB was up by one per cent, while 
Union Bank saw its shares rise by 
1.3 per cent. Hapoalim and Leumi 
were marginal gainers. The

Hapoalim shares appear poised for 
a major gain, as evidenced t>y the 
massive demand for the bank's 
shares. There was demand for 
l$6.7m. worth of the Hapoalim (r) 


shares. Danot securities were down 
. sharply, while RBI was “sellers 
only.” 

Mortgage bank securities were 
down by up to 5 per cent. 

Phoenix 0.5, with a loss of 9.4 per 
cent, was the major loser in an 
otherwise moderately falling in- 
surance sector. 

Land development and real estate 
issues were sharply lower. Arledan 
securities were down by some 9 per 
cent, on the average. Israel Land 


Development was down by 10 per 
cent, as was the case with Bayside 
0.1 and.Ispro, 

The selling spilled over into the 
industrial group of securities. Elbil 
was down by a full 10 per cent. 
Other 10 per cent losers -included 
Elco 0.25, Argaman pref. (b) and 
Polygon. Taro Pharmaceuticals was 
felled for an 11.5 per cent loss. 

There were equally precipitious 
drops in the investment company 
sector. Discount Investments was 
down by 10 per cent and was joined 
by Export Investments arid Ctal 
Real Estate. Cal (Israel) was on the 
“sellers only” list.

THAT the prime minister — and head of the Likud — is no great fan 
of the Alignment is natural enough. WhaLis nevertheless surprising is 
the lately revealed ferocity of Mr. Begin's animus against the main 
opposition group, whose inclusion in a national unity government un- 
der his leadership he claims to desire. 

On Sunday this week the premier slapped the Alignment down for 
its criticism of the demolition of Arab houses in the territories by way 
of punishment for the stoning of army vehicles by youths residing in 
those houses. Mr. Begin's response to the criticism recalled his 
defence of the air raid on terrorist headquarters inside Beirut last 
July, which caused many civilian casualties and set ofT an outcry 
around the world. 

In lieu of a reasoned justification of the air force's action Mr. 
Begin that time trotted out a list of Israel army attacks on enemy 
civilian populations during the rule of the Alignment. 

This time, too, the premier shied away from the issue at hand. In- 
stead, acting against the advice of his own foreign minister, he lei 
loose with a fusillade of figures showing that during the Alignment 
yearn 1967-1976, no fewer than 1,224 Arab houses had been blown up in 
the territories, compared with a mere 41 under the Likud — in- 
cluding the five structures dynamited at Beit Sahur and Bethlehem 
last week. 

The purpose of this arithmetical exercise was to expose the Align- 
ment leaders, belabouring the government, as “hypocritical 
moralise rs." 

Perhaps, however, the figures did not tell the fuli story. First, most 
home demolitions under Lhe Alignment were carried out during the 
unsettled early years after the Six-Day War (when, incidentally, the 
Likud shared responsibility in the national unity government). Secon- 
dly, as Labour leader Shimon Peres has observed, in those years 
“houses were never blown up when the suspects were children." 

Thirdly, and most important, while the practice of home 
dynamiting may still have been reprehensible, even under that 
genera! rule, it was undertaken by administrations whose main con- 
cern was with the maintenance of law and order in occupied areas. 
The ostensible present objective 'of the Likud regime is to set up a 
system of seif-rule for the inhabitants of these areas with a view to 
their final inclusion, in some form, under Israeli sovereignty. 

But Mr. Begin was not content to hit the Alignment just once this 
week. On Monday he delivered another blow, in ruling out any. 
Alignment candidate, no matter how well qualified for the post of 
State Comptrollers When it was suggested to him, by his own coali- 
tion chiefs, that Beersheba Mayor EJiahu Nawi should not be rejec- 
ted merely because of his Labour affiliation, the premier reportedly 
answered that a party that had inscribed the slogan “without Herut 
and Maki” on its banner, need not benefit from the Likud’s 
liberalism. 

The reply deserves to be pondered. It shows the premier to be 
stuck mentally in the early 1950s when Herut, ah extremist political 
grouping born of a dissident military organization, was indeed, by 
broad agreement, outside the pale. Since then Herut has gained its 
legitimacy, inter alia by joining a national unity government headed 
by the Alignment, and a goodly number of its adherents have been 
coopted into the -public service. For a number of years before the 
Likud victory in 1977 the public service had been effectively 
depolilicized. 

During his first administration Mr. Begin made some efTbrt to keep 
that tradition alive. Now he seems eager to reverse gears and to place 
the Alignment itself outside the pale — presumably in the name of 
the Likud's “liberalism." 

Now Mr. Begin has a right, if he so wishes, to be a totally partisan 
prime Minister. But then let him stop the pretence of being otherwise 
and let those in the Likud, with cooler heads, be aware of the price to 
be paid for such divisiveness at this point in our national life.

GAD YA’ACOBI’S bill on electoral 
reform is the latest in a series of at-« 
tempts to change Israel’s inade- 
quate system of electing represen- 
tatives to the Knesset. All past ef- 
forts have failed. 

Unfortunately, this bill also seems 
destined to fail. This is truly a 
national tragedy, for overhauling 
Israel’s electoral system is a matter 
of vita] public concern. 

The recent election illustrates the 
problem — from the perspective of 
both the candidates and from that 
of the voters. One of the causes of 
the verbal and physical violence 
during the campaign could well 
have been an expression of the 
voters' frustration at being alienated 
from the political system; of having 
no representative — and thus no 
way of voicing their concerns — 
between elections. 

The low level of political debate, 
which so often degenerated into ad 
hominem attacks, can also be at- 
tributed in part to the electoral 
system. For in a real sense, no can- 
didate has to appeal to the voters in 
a campaign: the voters choose 
between party lists, not individuals. 
The resultant gap between the elec- 
torate and the candidate helps to 
prevent candidates from knowing 
what truly concerns the people. 

Party leaders are, therefore, 
dependent on unreliable, often con- 
tradictory, polls for their informa- 
tion. In this situation, it is much 
safer to besmirch an opponents' 
character than to take a chance on 
campaigning, on a wrong set of is- 
sues.

On the 
contrary, thanks to the fact that it is 
under the same management as the 
neighbouring Neptune Hotel the 
hotel continued to operate to the 
full satisfaction of the guests, 
despite the damage caused by the 
cloudburst. Moreover, we have 


received many compliments from 
guests for the high morale and devo- 
tion of the management and staff of 
the two hotels which enabled the 
Galei Eilat Hotel to carry on with 
only minor inconveniences.
